CHURCH NEWS ©" by Richard Hannah 
OUR CHURCHYARD 


Churchyards are interesting places to walk around. Have you ever wondered if 
some parts were better than others? The south or sunny side has naturally 
always been more popular than the north side in the shadow of the church. The 
unbaptized and suicides were buried in the north part - though many others were 
buried there, too - so it has always been less popular for burials. 


Why are yew trees so common in churchyards? Some say that Edward | encouraged 
their planting so as to have plenty of wood for his archers'. longbows. But were 
these all made from yew? Others say that because»yew is poisonous to cattle (and 

~—humans) ;%it was planted to keep cattle out. Othéfs improve on this theory by 
adding: “'to keep the parson's cattle out!'. Others think that they symbolise 
immortality, because they live for so many centuries. Choose which idea you like. 
There is a lot to be said for having in the village a really ancient tree or two, 
still living and growing. 


Should you put artificial flowers on graves? Yes, if you don't stop to think. 

No, §f you think that living flowers are right to mark the spot associated with 

a living person - that is, someone who has ''fallen asleep!'' rather than died for 
ever. Flowers are not just decorations, they are tributes of faith and companion- 
ship. Death does not separate so strongly as faith unites. 


Do you like a crematorium, the '!modern'' equivalent of a churchyard? (There is 
nothing very modern about it, really.) The one at Oakley Wood, near Leamington, 
has a good chapel in a beautiful setting. As for the one at Oxford, the less 
said, the better. With prejudice no doubt | find the only thing in favour of a 
crematorium is its efficiency. It disposes of a body quickly, thoroughly and 
without wasting space. lt is hard to see how cities can manage without them. 
But in a village with a stable population, the churchyard is best. The ground 
can be used for burial over and over again. You have no right to more than, say, 
a hundred years' undisturbed possession of a grave space. A grave is a focus for 
us who have lost someone near us. 


| met an old man once, cutting the grass round a grave. 1 asked him if the person 
_ buried there was a close relative. '"'No'', he said, ''she learnt me at school." 
‘ There are many worse tributes. 


Give thanks for our churchyard here. Walk round it and enjoy it. It is not a 
gloomy place. And if you would like to help in its upkeep, ask Ted Johnson on a 
“Saturday morning what you could do. He would be glad of help.

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NATURE NOTES by Pat Hannah 


After the Great Aphid Invasion of early August the thrips moved In. in sume numbers, 
if not In clouds like the aphids. Thrips are those very tiny black insects which 
cover the window sills, curtains and even get into pictures hanging on the walls. 
There are many species of thrips and they appear to be wingless on sight, but under 
a strong magnifying glass they can be seen to possess two pairs of narrow feathery 
wings. They mainly feed on decaying vegetable matter, but will suck the sap of 
flowers, ripe fruit and pea pods, and are responsible for those silvery mottled 
marks on the shells of the latter. They tickle but do not hurt humans. During 
sultry weather they take to the wing and this is how they get the names of Thunder- 
bug and Thunder-fly. 


A pair of linnets nested at the top of one of our plum trees in our orchard this 
summer. Linnets are buntings and therefore seed-feeders, but they feed their 
young on insects. We watched our pair feeding their babies on little bugs they 
found on an almond tree in the garden. Now the babies have flown the nest and | 
have seen two still about drinking from our bird bath. The provision of water for 
birds in the garden is more important than food. 


During last spring the County Council! planted twelve trees in the boundary hedges 
of the school's new playing field. They were sycamore, lime and ash. In spite 
of the dry summer they have all-but-one flourished and are now in leaf. The one 
that died was a lime and probably suffered from lack of moisture to its roots. 


Now summer is drawing to an end, and autumn with its berries, dry leaves and 
winter-visiting birds will take its place. Already the cuckoo and the swifts 

have gone. This has not been a very unusual summer in spite of its dryness and 

| have seen some less common animals and flowers. Green fritillary and wood white 
butterflies are both uncommon here. | have seen six varieties of the orchid 
fami ly growing within ten miles of Deddington, the purple, the common spotted, the 
pyramidal, the butterfly and the bee orchid, and the common twayblade which is 

an orchid too. It is a joy to see all these things, once common, but now alas 

no longer so. We must preserve our wild flowers, look at them but not pick them, 
and leave them for others to see.

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NOT SOQ _HAPSY ANNIVERSARY! 


In September 1967 a group of Deddington residents got together to carry out 

a traffic survey on the main A423 road through the village. The intention was 
to provide evidence in support of a by=pass and so rid the community of 
traffic noise, pollution and hazard. Yet now, 12 years later, not only is 

the problem still with us, the appearance of heavier and noisier lorries has 
made it infinitely worse, as anyone living in New Street and High Street will 
tell you. 


In 1967 approximately 10,000 vehicles were counted over a 20-hour period and 
the predicition for 1979 was that this figure would rise to 19,000. To find 
out if this has actually happened, the Deddington Study Group has come to life 
again, this time to press for a decision on whether the X40 extension is to 

go ahead, and when. And to celebrate the 12th anniversary of that last survey, 
a new traffic count is to take place on Thursday 20 September and Monday 24 
September between 6 a.m, and 2.m., and we hope our MP, Neil Marten, will be 
coming along to give us his support. Helpers will work in pairs in one hour 
shifts, one counting northbound and one southbound traffic in the lay-bys 
outside Deddington House and Leadenporch House. {fe have many volunteers, but 
some slots are still empty. If you feel you could spare an hour to help, 
please ring Betty Hill (38261) or Robert Forsyth (3838). 


In addition we would like to repeat the 1967 survey of pedestrians crossing 
the main road to reach the centre of the village. Twelve years ago - and 
there was no Daedings estate and no traffic light control at the crossroads 
then - the total was almost 1,00C person crossings a day, and the average 
waiting time 4 minutes. Jt will be interesting to see how this has changed - 
is the present traffic light system adequate for today's pedestrians, for 
instance? 


Below we have repeated the 1967 questionnaire and we would be grateful if 
everyone regularly crossing the main road would fill in this and return it 
either to Stile House or Leadenporch House, New Street, or - thanks to Mr. 
Garrett - to the Post Office, by the end of September. The findings will be 
sent along with the traffic count report, to Oxfordshire County Council, to 
Neil Marten and to the Department of Transport. Let’s hope we get some early 
and positive results;

PARISH COUNCIL REPORT by John Webber 


ROAD SAFETY - Monty. Spencer as 2d that something be done to prevent people 
parking coo close to the Hudson jtreet/New Street junction and on the south 

side of the road, anc also illecal parking around the village on footpaths and 
grass veraes. AF tor some discussion it was decided that the Clerk should write 
to the cciice asking them to lock into the parking on footpaths, but short of a 
one-way system and double yellow lines, there was little else that could be done 
about the proulem of Hudson Street. On the whole people park on the north side 
of the road so that there is no zroblenm. 


CASTLE CAQUNES - Ken Garrett reported that the Castle Grounds were stil] being 
mis-use.. by youths riding motor cycles. This was both dangerous and illegai. 
The peopie ccncerned were well known but peteietee in doing this. |. Counciitors 


suggested that regu‘ar checks by police would be a sure way of reducing the 
problem, it was noted that damage to the Football Club Pavilion has declined 
since advertising a £20 reward fcr catching offenders. Councillors were to 
be giver copies of the current bye-laws so that they will be prepared to discuss 
their revisica at the July meeting and in particular to bring the penalties up 
to a reniistic figure. 


STREET LIGHTING - The street lichts in the Parish cost over £1000 per annum for 
energy cnd maintenance, yet frecuently they fail to operate properly. Much of 
the system is virtuzily worn out and will need replacement soon. 


The ques Sion soon to be decided is whether to patch up the present system - the 
time switches would cost £55 each if replaced - or to change over to a photo~ 
electric cel! systerm. Such a system would turn on the lights automatically durin 
the hours of darkness without any timing devices or seasonal adjustment being 
require... Qf course, this means the lights burn all night. Mary Robinson 
wondere= if iights Lurning all night cutside houses would be a nuisance to 
residen:s and also, with the prospect of ever-increasing costs and thé need to 
conserve cneray, if the scheme wouldn't be wasteful. 


It was reported that the instaliation of the "'All Night'' photo cell lamps in 
Chapel Close, Clifton had been successful and that no annoyance to local pevnie 
had bee: reported. The 35-W sodium lamps of the new system would use about cne 
third of the power. of the.cider type so that operating the system throughout the 
night would use less enercy than the oid lamps burned in a shorter time and were 
far more reliable. The instaliation costs could possibly be phased over two 
or three years and the Council could precept for it for the following financial 
year if, as proved likely, it was beyond the scope of the ordinary budget, the 
Clerk suggested. 


The Council agreed to meet a strcet-lighting engineer who had offered to prepare 
an estimate o% a new scheme, so as to determine the cost, independently of the 
Electricity foard. 


HEMPTON REPRESENTATION - Mary Robinson was concerned that Hempton, with 16% of th: 
elector te of the Parish, had no representative. Bob Stevens replied that all 


the Councillors represented all the pesple in the Parish; aii were accessible. 
The Chairmen, endorsing these remarks, said that a Ward system ‘em had been proposed 
in the -est Sut had not been acceptable to the County Council. He had also 
previousiy offered to attend a meating of the Hempton Residents! Association 


Committc:, but this was never taxen up. 


Jill Cheeseman suggested that the Members of the Council could advertise’ 
themselves more, so that peopje knew where to come with matters that concerned 
them, and it was decided that lists of the Councillors’ names and addresses 
would bc displayed. 


eeeeesees CONtinued 
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BURIAL GROUND - Councillors were very concerned with the state of the burial gro 
The corel pays for four cuts a year - at £25 for each cut. The first, in Ape, 
was satisfactory, but in May attempts to cut abs grass when it had been very wet 
were unsuccessful and "it was still in a mess'' in June. The grass between the 
gravestones iad not been cut and the path was still overgrown - the small ciear 
area haa been sprayed by Roger Gardner as a demonstration of how it could be 
cleared! The matter was toe be taken up: with the contractor. _— 
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WINDMELL HALL - The Clerk had written to 15 clubs and organisations in the Parish 
to try to ones what support they would be able to give the project. At that 
time only 5 replies had been received, and disappointment was expressed that a 
greater response had not been forthcoming so far. Monty Spencer said that those 
working for the project "should not lose heart.... Once they see we mean business 
they wii join in." The Chairman, Donald Welford, reminded the Council that a 
large sum iti grants would be required for the scheme and that, in order to secure 
those grants, local people will have to show that they will use a hall.
